‘THE SIXTH JOINT DEBATE BETWEEN GOV. 


. SHERMAN AND JUDGE KINNE. 

Oscro.a, Ia., Sept. 20.— [Special. Today 
has been notable in the political history of 
this part of lowa. This was the sixth joint 
debate between Gov. Sherman and Judge 
Kinne, and the audience numbered, at a 
moderate — 8,000 persons. Gov. 
Sherman arrived from the West last night 
over the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy at 11 
o'clock from Red Oak. He was met by a 
committee thirty miles before reaching the 
city and at the depot by the G. A. R. of this 
place, with a band, to whom the Governor 
made a few remarks after reaching the hotel. 

Judge Kinne came from the East at 3 a. m. 


Early in the morning people began to pour 


into the city, and excursion-trains from 
every direction came loaded with people. 
Three bands were on hand to enliven the 
day, which was beautiful in the morning but 
rather lowering in the afternoon. During 
the forenoon both candidates were driven 
over the city, and the rest of the time they 
heid a joint reception, where several 
hundred called to pay their 
compliments. At 2 o’clock, 
misty, the largest political audience assem- 
bied in lowa this year was gathered around 
the stand in the park, where, after a song by 
the local giee club, P. J. Goss, Democratic 
Chairman, introduced Judge Kinne, who, 
without taking more than two minutes for 
introductory remarks, started right into the 
tariff question. This time he used his usual 
argument, and made sport for thirty minutes 
ot the articles placed on the free list by the 
last Congress, after which he appealed to 
the farmers with his usual set remarks on 
the tariff on lumber and barbed+wire. He has 
entirely abandoned his former arguments on 
shipbuilding, iron, marble, glass, diamonds, 
ete.

| THE REPUBLICAN CANDIDATE FOR GOvV- 


ERNOR,. 

Judge Jonathan Dixon, the candidate of 
the convention, has been for six or seven 
years a Judge of the Supreme Court of the 
State, hoiding circuit in Passaic and Bergen 
Counties, but residing in Jersey City. Me 
was born in Liverpool, England, July 6, 1839. 
He remained there until his 8th year, and at- 
tended the public schools for two years. His 
family then removed to Marvport, Cumber- 
land County, in the same country, where his 
education was continued. In 1848 his father 
came to the United States, and his family 
followed him two years later and settled in 
New Brunswick, N. J. Jonathan became 
an inmate of the home of Cornelius J. Har- 
denberg, a lawyer, who suffered from blind- 
ness, and to him young Dixon actea as ai- 
tendant and amanuensis for nearly five years. 
In September, 1855, he entered Rutgers Col- 
lege and graduated from that institution in 
1859. He then studied law in the offices of 
Warren Hardenberg, Geo: ge K. Dutton, and 
Robert Adrian. While studying law he 
taught school as a means of livelihood. He 
was admitted as an attorney in Novem 
1862. After being admitted to the bar he 
moved to Jersey City and began legal prac- 
tice. In April, 1875, he was appointed by 
Gov. Bedle a Justice of the Supreme Court, 
and in 1882 he was reappointed by Gov. Lud- 
low. His present term does not expire till 
1888. His circuit is composed of Passaic and 
Bergen Counties. Before his elevation to 
the bench Judge Dixon took-an active part 
in polities. He was always a strong Repub- 
lican, and he is known as a very able polit- 
ieal speaker, besides being a very able ad vo- 
cate in the courts. He is a lawyer of first- 
ciass ability, and ranks high on the bench. 
It is stated that he will resign his Judgeship 
and take the stuinpagainst Mr. Abbett. If he 
does New Jersey will see one of the liveliest 
campaigus in its political history.

Explosion of a Boiler in the lige 
Iron Works at Pittsbarg, 
| Pennsylvania. 


Three Persons Instantly Killed and 9 
Dozen Others Frightfully 
Mangled.

THE EXPLOSION. 
Between 1 and 2 o’clock this afternoon a 
shock was felt throughout the city which 
shook many buildings to the foundation, 
spiashed the windows, and terribly fright- 
ed the residents of the South Side, who 
rushed from their houses into the street in 
Immediately after the shock an 
alarm of fire was struck, and upon investi- 
gation it was found that the large boilers in 


the flanging department of the Sligo Iron- 


Works had exploded with fearful violence, 
scattering flying fragments in every direc- 
tion, setting fire to the Lake Erie Railroad 
shops and a number of dwelling houses in 
the vicinity. The news of*the disaster 
spread like wildfire and soon thousands of 
people were on the way to the scene of de- 
A TERRIBLE SIGHT. 

Upon arrival there a fearful sight met theilt 
gaze. The boiler department, a brick struct- | 
ure, was a complete wreck, as were also 6 
number of passenger and freight cars and 
the master mechanic’s shops of the Lake 
Erie Railroad, while a row of dwellings on 
the opposit side of the street were in flames. 
Men, women, and children were running ° 
about wringing their hands and calling for 
friends whom they supposed were either 


killed or wounded. In the ruins of the lan-

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

A DENI OF THE REPORT REGARDING 
_ THE PROMOTION OF MESSENGERS. 

Wasuineror, D. C., Sept. 20.—[Special.) 
Interior Department officials deny the 
accuracy of the report that messengers have 
been Bromoted to $900 positions in violation 
of the Civil-Segvice law. Tne denial raises a 
question of veracity and also shows that the 
officiais acknowledge that the Civil-Service 
law cannot be evaded in that way. The 
announcement of such promotions was 
made and published in the usual routine 
way. It is now claimed that the persons 
who have been drawing salaries below $900 
were not on the regular rolls, 
but were doing special work. The state- 
ment that’ such appointments had been 
made came from a person who ought to be 
informed of the facts, and notwithstanding 
the semi-official denial of its accuracy, an in- 
quiry is to be made to ascertain what the cir- 
cumstances were. The ineident has bad the 
effect to sharply emphasize the declaration 
of opinion on the rt ot the different de- 
partment officials it will not be possible, 
as it was once thought it would be, to pro- 
mote to the $900 grades without competitive 
examination, as for admission to the service. 
ASSESSMENTS AT THE NORFOLK NAVY-YARD.

THE TOTTERIES. 
JUDGE GRESHAM’S ACTION REGARDING THE 
LOUISIANA COMPANY. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Sept. 20.—[Special. ] 
—Judge Freeman, Law Officer of the Post- 
Office Department, stated today that if the ) 
New Orleans National Bank considers itself 
aggrieved by the action of the Postmaster 
General in ordering the post-office authori- 
ties of New Orleans to withhold all regis- 
tered mail and money-orders addressed to it, 
the ban: has two ways of obtaining a nuili- 
fication of the order. One method 
of procedure would be to _ petition 
the State or Federal Courts to issue 
a mandamus to compel the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral to revoke the order. The other alterna- 
tive would be a like proceeding against the 
Postmaster at New Orleans to compel him to 
disregard the order. In case the bank takes 
the action indicated the post-office authori- 
ties would, in the opinion of Judge Freeman, 
carry the matter before the Supreme Court. 
“When the Louisiana Lottery Company un- 
derto ok to bulldoze the Postmaster-General 
they unmasked a dangerous battery.“ said 
he, “for Judge Giesham seems determined 
to fight all such concerns to the 
end, and I believe he has the law 
on his side. Ot the thirty 
eight States in the Union, thirty-five have 
enacted laws prohibiting, absolutely, gam- 
bling by lotteries, and have provided heavy 
penalties for a violation of the law. In 


hree States only are lotteries permitted— 
Louisiana, the priv and lorado. his 


fact has made the privilege of conduct a 
lottery of such value that the stock of 
Louisiana Company is valued at $200 per 
share, lam informed. Now I do not 
lieve that these companies can be ‘ cleaned 
out’ at once, but 1 think that the country 
will eventually become aroused to such an 
extent that Congress will be compelled to 
take some action.” 

** Do you believe that the Postmaster-Gen- 
era] has the right to prevent the delivery of 
mail to the New Orleans bank?

WaASsnHINeToN, D. C., Sept. 20.—The requi- 
sitions upon the Post-Office Department by 
the Postmasters for the new two-cent stamps 
are so large that the contractors are unable 
tosupply the demand, and the department 
consequently is reducing the amounts called 
for in the requisitions. The contractors are 
able at present to furnish 1,500,000 stamps 
daily, but this is much leas than the number 
demanded. During the early part of the 
present month the depariment distributed 
a large number of old two-cent stamps 
among the smaller post-offices, yet it is be- 
lieved that with the utmost exertions of the 
department fully one-third of the post-offices

EDUCATIONAL. 


Topics Discussed at Yesterday’s Ses- 
sion of the Louisville Inter- 
State Conventien. 


Federal Aid Needed by Both the Whites 
and Negroes of the South. 


An Alarming Amount of Illiteracy Through- 
bout the Late Rebellious States. 


The Wants of the Colored People Dwelt On 
by a Negro Educator. 


Lovisvitte, Ky., Sept. 20,—|Special.j— 
The Inter-State Educational Convention is a 
more imposing body today than it was yes- 
terday. Last evening and this morning more 
delegates came, so that today twenty-three 
States, besides the District of Columbia, are 
represented. The States now inciuded in 
the list are Alabama, California, Connecti- 
cut, District of Columbia, Florida, Llinois, 
Indiana, lowa, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts, Mississippi, Missouri, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, North Caro- 
Una, South Carolina, Texas, Tennessee, Ver- 
mont, Virginia, and West Virginia. 

“Federal Aid to Schools” was the topic 
announeed for this morning’s session, and 
much interest was manifested. A‘tfew min- 
utes after 10 o’clock Judge Buckner called 
the eonvention to order. The Hon. Albert 
S. Willis offered a resolution substantially 
as follows: 


WHEREAS, Certain were ing de- 
fore tne last Congress of the United States which 
proposed an appropriation to be distributed 
among the several States in ald of popular edu- 
cation fora term of years upon the basis of U- 
literacy, and afterwards upon the basis of school

FEDERAL AID, 

The diseussion on the subject of Federal 
Aid to Education was then opened by Dr. J. 
L. Curry, agent of the Peabody fund. After 
congratulating the convention, which met 
witifin a few miles of the centre of popula- 
tion, and expressing the wish that the good 
results of its meetmg would spread to the 


very borders of this country, the speaker 


passed to a brief consideration of the bene- 
fits of education, He then plunged into she 
middle of his subject by announcing 
that the “Questfon of Federal ald to 
education was reducible to two propositions, 
First, the basis of our free Government is 
the intelligence and integrity of our citizen- 
ship. Selt-government is impossible with 
the ignorant. Edacation substitutes thé 
teacher for the Sheriff, the school-house for 
the prison, the workshop for the alms-house. 


Second, universal education is impossible ex- 


cept th®ough governmental processes and 
revenues. Universal education has never 
existed except when furnished by the Gov- 
ernment. Denominational education can 
never affect a whole community, The cheap- 
est defense of a State for property and life is 
education of the people. In the entire 
South at present the school fund is paid out 
almost entirely by the whites, yet it is dis- 
tributed equally to beth whites and negroes, 
All honor to Kentucky tor her recent action 
in putting the children of the two races on 
the same basis. The South is poor. The 
South was impoverished by the War. His- 
tory presents no paraliel to its condition in 
1865, nor is there apyting in history sublimer 
than the efforts of tne South to rise again. 
No people have ever accomplished so much 


in so short a time with so many obstacles to | 


surmount; yet the illiteracy in the South is 
fearful. Thirty per cent of the white people 
and 70 per cent of the negroes are illiterate. 
Even Kentucky has 43,000 illiterate white 
voters and 55,000 illiterate colored voters. A 
similar condition exists in all the Southern 
States. There are 1,850,000 illiterate voters 
in the South. But the ignorance of a large 
portion of the white people must be consid- 
ered. This is as alarming and as 

as the ignorance of blacks, 

The speaker next Tecited the evil eftects of 
having our rulers chosen by the i 2 
and the vicious, The extension of 
aid to the cause of education should be made 


upon ge pripolpees. tt should be 
temporary, jas it is to relieve a pres- 
ent exigency. It should be immediate 


It should affect only the rudimentary 
schools. Above all, the Government should 
only help those who helped themselves. The 
speaker closed with a recital of the perfis 
which beset the free institutions of this coun- 
try. It is the duty of the Nation in these 
times of peace to gu against internal 
foes. e need school-houses more than 
armies. Dr. Curry’s address was an hour in 
length, was excellently and 
uently applauded. 
‘The Hon. Albert G. Willis followed in a 
half-hour’s address. His speech was a most 
excellent one. In the opening of his remarks 
he followed ip the same line of argument as 
advanced by Dr. Curry, then devoted hi 
self for a few mitiutes to the state of affairs 
in Kentucky. If Kentneky gave proportion- 
ately the same sapere to her schools as does 
Massachusetts she would have to raise a 
fund of $7,000,000 rather than a little more 
than $1,000,000. Yet Kentucky is better off 
than many of the Southern States. One- 
fourth the voters of Kentucky couldn't rea 
the ticket they vote. The speaker instance 
several Soutſtorn cities where an excellent 
school system is supported by heavy taxa- 
tion. Mr. Willis was in favor of . 
tioning the aid extended by the Na- 
tional Government to the amount of the 
scant fund raised by the various States. 
hat better can we do with the immensé 
revenue than to devote part of it to aiding 
the spread of educaßon, not only through 
the North, but the whole Union? Out of 
the 389 Electoral votes that elected our last 
President 254 could have been controlled by 
vote, ten of the Northern 
States and all of the Southern, result 
of election could have been changed by 
the ignorant vote. How, then, can any one 
contend that this is not a National question? 
Federal aid to schools is legal, as shown by 
the fact that the Goyernment has spent mill- 
ions of dollars in army and navy schools, 
tA a the Indians, the freedmen, the 
‘Congressman Money, of Mississippi, was 
next called upon.

Theory that He Met Rose, Quarreled with 
Her, and Unintentionally Choked 
Her to Death. 


Srnarrond, Conn., Sept. 20.—[Special. |— 
The Goroner’s inquest in the Rose-Ambier 
case was adjourned today until Saturday 
next. Beyond a doubt the adjournment was 
to accourmodate the detectives, who are work- 
ing on several new clews or alleged clews. 
Much confidence is placed in the report impli- 
cating the Captain of a cream-colored oyster- 
sloop. One of the regular detectives is 
looking after this particular clew, and has 
taken the fullest memoranda of her descrip-. 
tion from the old fishermen here who saw 
the craft. Coroner Holt wasseenin Bridge- 
port this afternoon, and enough was gained 
from him to show that he places much 
importance upon the connection of this 
sloop with the crime. He knows the name 
of the mysterious craft, but will not divulge 
it None of the Stratford fishermen 
can tell the name or hall of the vessel 
around which so much interest now 
centres, but she was of Long Island 
build, and evidently hailed from one of the 
ports on that shore of the sound, 

A MYSTERIOUS SLOOP, 

The sloop arrived at the mouth of the 
Housatonic River and sculled up the tor- 
tuous channel toa point abreast the Strat- 
ford wharves, about half a mile away, just 
before 4 o’clock Sunday afternoon, Sept. 2, 
the day of the murder. She 
was of a greenish cream color, with 
high bow and a low stern.

The Standard Oil Company. 
. New York, Sept. 20.—William Kefeller, 
President of the Standard Oil Company, 
being interviewed in respect to the allega- 
tions that the Standard Oil Company is large- 
ly interested in cattle-grazing in the West, 
made an emphatic disavowment, to the effect 
that neither the Standard Oil Company nor 
any of its affiliated interests, nor any person 
connected with the management of any of 
these companies, have now or ever had any 
in in or connection with the business 
of taking wp the Indian reservation or other 
lands for grazing purposes, and are not in- 
terested in any Western cattle companies or 
land schemes. ; 

HARRISBURG, Pa., Sept. 19.—A Legislative 
committee, appointed to inquire into the 
taxable relations of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany to the State, held two sessions today. 
At the afternoon session testimony was given 
to show that the State had taxed the company 
over 300 per cent in one year too high, even 
admitting that the statement of Auditor 
General Schell as to the amount of the 
capital stock was correct. At the evening 
session a consultation was held between 
the members of the committee, At- 
torney-General Cassidy, and ‘Treasurer 
Baily, in reference to advancing the 
expenses of the investigation, which 
were set forth in the resolution creating the 
committee, but not provided for in the ap- 
propriation bill. No conclusion was reached, 
and should the Treasurer not see his way 
clear to advancing the money the chances 
are that the inquiry will come to a sudden 
stop. Edward F. Kerr, corporation clerk 
during the term of Schell, was examined at 
length on the h ry of the settlement with 
the Standard Oil Company in May, 1881, for 
$3,145,541 of taxes. The settlement was based 
on an affidavit of Senator Emery. The wit- 
ness was of the opinion Common- 
wealth would have fared better had the case 
gone into court in the regular way without 
any agreement of facts.

his attempts to justify claim to the title 
he assumes have thus far miscarried, and did 
signally so last night.

TURGUENEFF. 
GUARDING AGALNST DISORDER. 

St. Pererssura, Sept. 20.— It, has been 
decided that the police shail be reinforced 
by a regiment of infantry on the occasion of 
the funeral of Turguéneff, the novelist. 


Turguéneff was the only Russian author 
whose works had found readers in large 
numbers outside his native land, and prob- 
ably the only Russian who had for many 
years past possessed a large circle of per- 
sonal friends in France, England, and Ger 
many, and especially in Paris and London. 
His presence in foreign parts must have had 
a certain effect in dispelling some at least of 
the most formidable of the prejudices enter- 
tained agaigst his native land; for a country 
that could produce a Turguéneff must be far 
indeed from being in a hopeless condi- 
tion of darkness. 
purely literary qualities he was a man of 
great distinction; very polite, as Russians 


‘generally are, and at the same time frank, 


cordial, and simple-minded—which Russians 
generally are not. He was well 1 . 
with the language, literature, and Miety of 
three countries besides his own, and was on 
terms of friendship with several of most 
eminent writers of France, Germany, En- 
gland, and America. A warm appreciator of 
merit in others, he was conrparatively care- 
less, or perhaps unconscious, of his own;

Again a champion of progress and human 
liberty has departed.

A. Siemering, editor of the Freie Presse 
fuer Texas.

The 
check being in constant use, there is no idle 
investment, and its useis also commended 


by the fact that it is easily handled by Bag- 


wage Agents, a consideration of great impor- 
tance at large points where facilities are 
m and time is short. The committee 
would further recommend that the joint 
reversible check be used for usi- 
ness between immediately connecting lines. 
and that for al] other business each line sup- 
ply its agents with some form of special 
check, and assume the entire expense of the

sary ko refer to or recommend any special 
form. The principle being the same in all 
as regards the use of a paper card, each indi- 
vidual may select the form which may seem 
tohim the most serviceable and the most 
likely to be returned to the issuing line. It

Annual Report of Northern Pacific. 


New York, Sept. 20.—The annüal report 
of the Northern Pacific Company for 1883 
shows gross earnings amounting to $7,855,- 
459, an increase of $2,425,153; expenses, in- 
cluding rentals and taxes, $5,336,929, an in- 
crease of $1,764,089; net earnings, $2,518,530, 
an increase of $661,064. The Treasurers 
statement shows a balance July 1. 1882, of

stock sold, $757,169; loans for construction,

THE COBBLE-STONE INDUSTRY. 
{New York Times. I— The Treasury Depart- 
ment has decided that the American cobbie- 
stone must be protected. It cannot be, how- 
ever, tifat cobble-stones are regarded as the 


product of an ipfavt industry, or that perfect 


cobbie-stones represent the results pf American 
labor, but it is true, nevertheless, that a duty 
bas been imposed upon them by those who o- 
éially interpret the tariff law enacted in March 
last. The Chicago Collector of Customs assessed 
duty at the rate of $1 per ton on a load of cob- 
ble-stopes brought to the port of Chicago by R. 
J. MekKeone Aug. 9 in a schooner, classifying 
them under the provision relating to “stones. 
unmanufactured or vndressed freestone, granit, 
sandstone, and all building or monumental 
stone. Mr. McKeone was surprised, and he ap- 
aled to the Treasury Department. Acting- 
cretary French rules that cobble-stones are 
neither building stone nor monumental stone, 
and that the provision cited does not apply to 
them: but be boids that Mr. McKeone must pay 
duty at the rate of 10 per cent ad valorem on 
the ground that the stones are articles * raw or 
vomanufactured, not otherwise provided for.

(Detroit Fost.]— Something mysterious tied up 
in a white jar attracted the attention of ocus- 
tomers at @ prominent drug store and the drug- 
gist good-naturediy untied the cloth and took 
out some biack, wriggling worms.

THE TELEGRAPH CORPS. 


ADDRESS BY THE PRESIDENT—ELECTION OF 
OFFICERS AND ADJOURNMENT. 

The annual reunion of the United States 
Telegraph Corps was concluded yesterday. A 
mornine session was held in Room 4 at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel. 

After cailing the meeting to order the Presi- 
dent delivered an interesting address, devoted 
chiefly to the fleid of mechanics and its marvel- 
ous expansion, especially. with reference to 
telegraphy. He gave a short history of its 

rowth from its incipiency to the present time. 
There were in America 175,000 poles, 500,000 
miles of lines, 15,000 stadons, and 25,000 oper- 
ators. Fifty million messages were sent over 
the wires last year. In conclusiou be likened 
the telegraph system to the Yggdrussei tree, 
celebrated in Norse mythology, whose roots 
reached the centre of the earth and whose 
branches gave sheiter and protection to the 
people of all lands.

That the astounding event in American 
history known to modern scholars as the 
Great Kxode will find historians with every 
generation till the end of time is reasonably 
certain. A catastrophe of such immeasura- 
ble consequences must always attract the 
historiographer, the antiquary, and the crit- 
ic. The latest book on this exhaustless 
theme is from the pen of the distinguished 
Paraguayan author, Mendez y Cypriauus. 

On the whole this bulky volume is written 
with the best of intenuons and - exhibits no 
little research, but it fails to trace the rise of 
the Great Exode, with the subsequent obiit- 
eration of Christianity, in the United States 
to its proper source. Had Sefior Cyprianus 
been more of a scholar and less of a politician 
he would have known that the stupendous 
event of which he writes had its inception in 
Europe and ngtin America. Even a casual 
reference to Blinet’s well-known work, 
“The World Destroyers,” would have en- 
lightened him on this point. 

Had it not been for the international efforts 
made by England and Prussia in 1884 to sup- 
press the widespread orderof Anarchists, 
the chiefs of that dread secret organization 
would not have taken refuge in China. This, 
it is true, is the obscure side of history, but 
enough has been proven by the researches of 
Divin and Tsai-loo, not to mention the recent 
publication of the imperial papers on this 
subject by the Home Government at Hong 
Kong, to have furnished the right clew to 
any patient scholar who wished to write a 


| new history on this subject. 


The éstablishment of the European An- 
archists in China happened just two years 
before the great Ming revolution there. And 
it is now known beyond all question that the 
Europeans threw their money and influence 
into that revolution, and propagated the su- 
perstition which, more than anything else, 
led to the exodus of the Chinese race. 

It was in Corea that they made their head- 
quarters, and from that point they succeed- 
ed in less than ten years in setting in motion 
one of those popular waves of which history 
gives us but few examples and none that 
eguals this. 

Senor Cyprianus has not cared to follow 
the astonishing series of events which took 
place in Corea and China proper during the 
latter part of the nineteenth century, or, to 
speak more correctly, between the years 
1888 and 1904. The Ming rebellion, so-called, 
though it was notin any sense a rebellion 
against the Government, but only against an- 
cestor worship, probably has no parallel in his- 
tory. Thata man claiming to be a prophet 
and with no other purpose than the material 
good of a race should succeed in eight years 
in so working upon the hopes, the desires, 


and the fears of 600,600,000 people as to make 


them set out en masse for a strange land 
must always be regarded as the paramount 
mystery of finite affairs. But there are certan 
considerations which the rational historian 
will not overlook even here. Ming intro- 
duced among the millions of China an en- 
tity new element of codperation. Seizing 
upon the ready ideas of the European An- 
archists, who were his aids and missionaries, 
he reached those millions by a press that 
could be obtained by the poorest and read by 
the most ignorant. His constant theme was 
the New World that lay waiting for them be- 
yond the blue sea, where every man could be 
a mandarin and every woman a wife. 

Again, the sudden rise of China to mari- 
time supremacy after the naval battle in the 
Gult of Siam, when she overthrew the com- 
bined English and French fleets and by mere 
numerical strength threatened India and 
Madagascar, is a factor that should not be 
overlooked. Bal-tsi declares that during the 
year 1908 China built no less than 1,900 gun- 
boats, every one of which had an armament 
and defensive protection superior to any in 
the world.

One other consideration, and we leave this 
portion of the subject. Twenty-eight years 
before the peaceable subjugation of 
Mexico by the Chinese, the then United 
States had passed an odious, arbi- 
trary, and prohibitory statute, forbidding 
Mongols to come to their country. The frst 
fruits of the Ming crusade therefore blossomed 
in Mexico. It is not necessary to explain here 
what political corsideragons induced the Mexi- 
cans to invite this immigration.
